ll. Conditional type 2 usage 


This conditional is generally used to talk about unlikely or unreal situations in the 
present or future, we can categories these situations into four types: 


Ask hypothetical questions Imagine Life differently 


e How would you feel now if you slept well? e If tslept well, I would feel great now. 
e What would you buy if you won 1 million $ ? e If! won 1million, | would buy a car. 
More examples: More examples: 
e What would you do if you could time travel? If | studied harder, | would succeed. 
What would you do, if you were smarter? If it rained tomorrow, we would stay home. 
What would you say if you met the president? If I won the Lottery, | would buy a big house. 
What would you do, if you got superpowers? If they invited me, | would go to the party. 


Give advises 


e if! were you, I wouldn't think of such a thing. 

e If | were in your shoes, | wouldn't buy that jacket. 
More examples: 

e if! were you, | would study harder. 

e if were in your place, I'd forgive him. 

e if! were you, I wouldn't really care. 
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
